If violence upon the Yresident’s 
person 13 a crime, 80 fs, in some measure, 
the use of language that may impel o it 
elther the weak-headed or the bad-beatted, 
It Je for the spirit it excites among these that 
 pablio journal is first of all reaponsibie. 
The eensible and the good are not likely to be 
movedto wrong by any influence it can exert. 
They were not the class who figured in those 
riots a year ago last Summer. Our Democratic 
cotemporaries might bave denounced tho 
“tyranny "of the draft Ull the end df the 
war, without stirring them a bair’s byeadth 
Yoward a breach of the Jaw. Public journals 
are bound (0 consider, especially, the effeot of 
their language upon the weakest and worst 
class of their readers. » It that effeét is criml- 
nal, there is no standard of morality under 
heaven that will exempt them from a share 
of the guilt.

If the report of Mosuy’s currender should 
prove true, and We have little doubtt is, if 
not true, simply premature, it will furnish a 
fresh Mustration of the folly inte which many 
English observers have falléo, of expecting 
the war (o be protracted by means of guerril- 
Jas, after tho regular armies have ceased to 
exist.

tis @ historical fact that guerrilla war, on 
an extensive scale, or onany eoale above mere 
brigandage, bas never been waged except as 
auxiliary to the operations of regular armics. 
Guerrillas cannot, ofthemeclves, make any im- 
pression on large organized force. They 
cannot even interrupt its communications, if 
they are the only enemy it has to contend 
with, They cannot force it to change the 
position of single division, and, a0 general 
rule, they imply furnish enterprising oficers 
and small partics of light troops with amuse- 
mentin bunting them down, as we sce in 
Mexico, at thls moment, So that they might 
rob, and murder, and gallop about for filly 
years, without causing an invader any serious 
annoyance, while all the time inflicting the 
most terrible {ojury on the unfortunate in- 
havitants,—first by living on them ; next by 
eping the enemy there living on them, and 
Jast of all by preventing the restoration of 
trade and Industry. Guerrillas above tho 
rank ofmere robbere, and actuated by any 
real Jove of country, find this out very soon, 
and succeas being plainly impossible through 
thelr efforts, give It up and go home. 

Jousns, in desoribing Narouxox’s strategy,

It would bo foolish to expeot 
(hat aftor euch & war as we have had, and {a 
8 thinly-peopled country, gentry of this sort 
would not abound long after peaco has been 
made; but the task of dealing. with them 
Will bo an affair of police, and may be safely 
eft to tho Inhabitants of tho localities which 
Chey Infest. 
Tho Death of Richard Cobden, 

The death of Mc. Convex, in apite of the great 
{clumpbe with which bis life was crowded, nud 
which will make bls name and memory for- 
ever famous in English annals, and in spite, 
(00, of the fact that he bad reached the ogo 
when all men may fairly expect at any mo- 
ment to rest from their Iabors, may atlll be 
called premature. For had he lived ten years 
Jonger, he would undoubtedly have witnessed 
the vindication here, and the success In Eng- 
Jand, of thoso great political prlaciples, to 
the prosecution of which, over sinco the over- 
throw of the protective policy In bis own 
country, his life bas been devotcd. 

He made his debut in public life as the 
opponent of the Cor Laws, which Imposed 0 
heavy daty on forcign-growa corn, for 
tho purpose of “protecting. the indus- 
try” of the native farmora; and al- 
though there ia very little queatlon that 
hio alm at the outsot was almply to demon- 
atrate the Injustice as well as cruelty of mak- 
ing’the food of the poor artificially dear, for 
the benefit of a particular class, he was led 
Gradually into assailing the whole system of 
government Interference with prices, and be- 
came at last the great apostle of free trade, 
not fn corn only, but in every gift of nature, 
and every product of human industry. To 
enumerate all the difficulties which be en- 
countered and overcame, would be to wrile a 
history of the Anti-Corn Law legislation. That 
agitation was in many respects (he most re- 
markable and portentous fact of modern times, 
as It furnished the first example on record of 
the achievement of a political victory In- 
volving Iittle else than a social revola- 
Won, by sheer force of argument, and 
Without tha amallest intormixture of 
threate, or tho emallest indication of 
Bn appeal {o physical force. The Reform Bill, 
the Cathollo Emanclpation, and. almost any 
other great and radical change In tho political 
aod social structure, either of England or of 
any con(Inental country, has owed ils success 
ultimately, to the dread of force ; it will re- 
main the glory of the League and of its great 
leader, that they triumphed by incessant ap- 
peals to the reason and seneo of justice of 
their enemies. 

Mr, Connen lived to see (he economical 
policy which he advocated attended with tho 
most triumphant and extraordinary success. 
Except during the two years of the Crimean 
war, (bo reduction of taxation In England has 
ever sinco 1648 gono on pari passu, with 
an absolute increase in the revenus, tur- 
sishlog a most brilliant and striking 
illustration of the value of the Te- 
sults which may bo achleved eyon in 
political sclence by ay almost purely 
dyctive process ; for Mr. Connex could tind 
When he began his agitation no materials, or 
almost none, with which to construct an in- 
ductive argument, 60 completely wedded 
havo all European countries bem to the pro- 
fective eyatem down fo that porlod. Tlicre 
was nothing in thelr economical history to 
afford the amalleat light on. an inquiry lato 
the probable results of free (rade ; for those 
countries, euch ag Tolland and Venice, which 
bad ever approached it in thelr practice, were 
countries which themselves produced nothing 
worth protecting. He went into the ficld, 
therefore, almply armed with Avaw Swirn 
end Ricanno, and, with ono of the elear- 
get and most logical brains In England, com. 
meneed with facta and figures. And, though 
his early education was dofectire, he dlaplayed 
from bia very first appearance on the platform 
& power of clear statement, of logical ar- 
rangement, and. of closc, cogent, uledgo- 
hammer argument, which placed bim nt once 
in the front rank of orators, and won for hijm 
a few years later, In the House of Commons, 
Probably the most impationt and least {udul, 
Gent audience tn tho world, on attention 
more profound and unbroken than was ac. 
corded (o any other man not ia an official 
Position. He never rose In hile place, for tho 
ast twenty years, without being recelyed by 
a allence fn which the fall of a pin might 
have been heard. 

He witnessed, as we have suid, voforo his 
death, the fulfillment of nearly every ono of 
his ecouomfcal predictions, a prodigious ox- 
pansion of the natlonal trade, n steady riso In 
the revenue, accompanied by e cunatant do- 
create of taxation; and he bad the watisfac- 
tion also of making @ convert of the Emperor 
of the French, and of negotiating o irealy 
with France, which has In both countries in 
three short years more than filled the vold 
left Ja thelr trade by the outbreak of our 
war, and by the change In our turiif. 

It wae not simply co a free-trader, how: 
aver, thathe has been known fo tho latter 
years of his life. He was also In principio a 
Republican, an ardent and firm bellevor in 
popular government. He was troubled be- 
Yond measuro,as all bumane and thinking 
men are, by the condition of the laborin: 
classes In England, and ho Jooked (o 
redemptton aud clevatlon, and for thelr ed- 
mission foo sharein the national Jegistetion.

‘The condition of mort of the military ofti- 
cere of the Confederacy will, after the con- 
clusion of peace, be tolerably uncomfortable, 
owing, in tho majority of cages, fo the entire 
sbsonco of any meuno of support. Thoso of 
them who owned plantations have elthor lost 
thelr negroes, or lost all the capital necessary 
to'work them, ‘Those who did not own plan- 
tations, either find tho occupations in which, 
they were engaged gone, or the friends on 
whom they were dependent utterly impover- 
Jshed. Many of them, and theso the able 
held commissions in the United States Army, 
the restoration of which, as a matibr of 
course, fs hopeless. 

‘Tho pursuits of elvil life, too, willbe, to

(uat thoy will bo settled peaceably, If possi- 
ble, but ia any event wisely and honorably. 
But It fs indispensable that they be discueged, 
and we base no doubt they vill be discussed, 
on their own merits. The men who have 
been fostramental in deluging the continent 
With blood, and who have for the lest four 
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‘and disgrace, must not be allowed to exercise 
any Influence on the decision of them. Our 
polley must be such as our own intereats and 
our own honor demand. A. reconelliatlon 
compromise based on a war, of which the 
justice and necessity were not folly apparent, 
Would be as false, and dangerous, and as suro 
ono day or othor to bring sotributlon on Its 
authore, a8 a compromise based on slavery.
